l’ast. present and future develop- 
ments In psychiatry were outlined by 
l>r. David Slight ul the regular meet- 
ing of the Medical Society which was 
hold last night In the Assembly Hall 
of the New Medical Building Dr. 
Slight, who Is lecturer In psychiatry 
at McGill dealt with his subject In a 
popular manner, Interspersing bis lec- 
ture with many humorous remarks. 

"Modt.'al men must develop it sym- 
pathetic attltudo towards metnlly af- 
fected patients," declared the speaker. 
"A person does not want to go to a 
mental hospital; ho tries to avoid It 
as l»e:g ns ho can. Tho only way to 
discover tf a patient Is actually a psy- 
chiatric victim Is to lead him on In his 
conversation. It must bo done very 
casually during a medical examina- 
tion." 

Discussing the past history of psy- 
chiatry Dr. Slight pointed out that tho 
Egyptians knew practlcnlly as much 
as ourselves about tho treatment. In 
tho fifth century there was a special 
cr mental cases In Jer-

introduced by Professor Goforth as a 
man eminently fitted to deal with tho 
matter, as ho has .««pert twonty-one 
years In educational work in China. 

Far East relations are more than a 
mere academic problem for us in Can- 
ada, stated for. Wallace, Canada's po- 
sition makes Pacific affairs of vital 
Importance to her, ar.d the Importance 
of tho Pacific is rapidly growing. Is 
fact, Dr. Wallace feels that a. will soon 
replace the Atlantic as the centre of 
the world. In tho case of war between 
England and China, as was imminent 
in the recent crisis, Canada would be 
in a very strategic position. 

China Is going through in the space 
of a few years what Europe took cen- 
turies to experience. She is becoming 
a modern nation in one generation, and 
is passing through the Renaissance and 
tiie industrial revolution, and also the 
various stages of political and social 
development all at once. 

Dr. Wallace iaid particular stress on 
the social ar.d cultural revolutions, giv-. 
ing an outline of the facts as he ob- 
served them, without attempting to in- 
terpret them. The Chinese Renaissan- 
ce i? really a now birth, not a revival, 
as the European ■-•".e was. In the olden 
days it use to be said that "China's tu-

stitutions of the day. Tho hopo of the 
club is that human needs be placed In 
a primary position above property 
rights and any other vested Interests. 
Only on such a basis, and by scientific 
enquiry and development, does the 
club feel that such evils as militarism, 
Imperialism, race prejudice and tho au- 
tocracies of private capitalism will be 
replaced by free Industrial and politi- 
cal democracies, united on a basis of 
world International eo-operation."
